NO END YET f 

Surely no one has to resort to 
statistics to ascertain whether 
there is unemployment, The 
people of this country, young and 
old, have no doubt about it from 
bitter personal experience. It 
will take more than the citation 
of an isolated index figure to con- 
vince the four to five hundred 
thousand Canadians out of work 
that unemployment does not 


exist; or to prove to the million 
and more citizens who are on the 
dole that the crying need for 
fundamental remedies to relieve 
the situation has abated.

THIS ISN'T OUR WAR 

Let us keep the African war out of Edmon- } 
ton, in the interests of fairness, good taste and 
the general welfare. There are a considerable 
number of Italian people living in this city, who 
are known as law-abiding citizens, enjoying the 
respect of their fellow-townsmen. So far as 
known there are no former subjects of Haile | 
Selassie in the community, but if so their posi- 
tion is comparable. 

These Edmonton residents did not start the 
war, had nothing to do with starting it, and 
cannot stop it. They should not be subjected 
to any kind of treatment savoring of aversion © 
on account of it. Canadians, being readers of 
the newspapers, and citizens of a democratic 
country, are used to forming their own opinions 
about what they read, and of expressing these 
on occasion. But they have a national 
tradition of courtesy and fairncss to maintain 
a tradition of which they are proud and have 
a right to be.

AS TO WHEAT 

One hardy campaigner says Mr. Bennett gave 
the farmer “dollar wheat” - 

If his hearers have kept posted on the facts 
they must have felt like laughing at him. Hon 
C, H. Cahan explained the other day that Mr 
Bennett and his cabinet had nothing to do with 
raising the price, that in fact they held it down 
if their action had any influence whatever on 
the market. It was the Wheat Board, Mr. 
Cahan said, which set the guaranteed price tu 
the farmer, not the Government. Moreover the 
Board wanted to set the price eight or ten cents 
higher, but the Government refused to sanction 
that and compelled a reduction of the guaran- 
teed price to 87'2 cents. This explodes the 
notion that the Premier or his cabinet had any- 
thing to do with the price being set as high as 
87}2 cents. 

But the records show that the Wheat Board 
legislation as brought down by the Government 
did not provide for any minimum price at al} 
to the farmer. It was the Liberal opposition 
which suggested a guaranteed minimum to the 
producer, not the Premier or his colleagues. 

As for “dollar wheat,” if the farmer should 
realize that long-cherished ideal in respect to 
the present crop he will owe his good fortune 
to the fact that he sowed wheat sgainst the 
curtailment advice of the Government and that 
the world price went up despite the claims of 
the Ministers that every country is now “grow- 
ing its own” and always will

There is no Jikelihood whatever that he will 
be subjected to that ordeal! of sleepless endur- 
ance. Jt might be agreeable to Mr, Bennett to 
continue the experiment of trying out the job- 
making powers of trade-blasting, but the people 
of Canada just cannot afford to indulge him any 
longer. They have endured the consequences of 
his economic absurdities with fatalistic fortitude 
knowing that in time they would have to be 
given an opportunity to put an end to the 
tragedy, which they intend to do on Monday 
next. 

Nobody may questicn the sincerity of the 
Premier, and no one may doubt that he has tried 
with might and main to make his impossible 
theories work. He’ applied the protectionist 
principle more thoroughly than it has ever been 
tried in Canada before, and held to gold when 
any other man would have followed Britain's 
lead to a managed currency, The results have 
been disastrous, to the nation as to the indj- 
vidual citizen. How disastrous is shown by the

When the reform urge was strong last Jan- 
uary, Mr. Bennett told an interested and sur- 
prised public over the radio, “If we cannot abol- 
ish the dole, we should abolish the (capitalist) 
system.” Now he says, “You must understand 
me now for all time as declaring against any 
action which will destroy the capitalist sys- 
tem.” St. James Street was evidently heard 
from in the meantime. 


International trade must either flow in both 
directions or it will not flow at all. Imports 
must balance exports over a reasonable period, 
and exports must balance imports. There isn't 
any such thing as a “favorable balance of 
trade” in the commonly accepted meaning of 
that term, outside the mistaken heads of restric- 
tionist politicians and the propaganda of gentle- 
men who want to exploit the consuming public 

It is not too early for voters to get firmly 
in mind that there is no such thing as propor- 
tional representation or the single transferable 
vote in the Dominion electoral system. A voter 
is required to mark “X” on his ballot opposite 
the name of the candidate he wishes to elect, 
and opposite one name only. A ballot marked 
in any other way, or marked for two or more 
candidates, will be spoiled and thrown out when 
the count is made. 


Any Canadian “so short-sighted, so disloyal 
to his own interests, as to believe he can be 
made rich by the empleyment of the printing 
press” is beyond hope, according to Mr. Bennett. 
He might have added that anyone who imagines 
he can ever get rich and stay rich doing bus- 
iness with “printing press’ money turned out 
and destroyed at will by private interests 
doesn't know what has been done to him in the 
last five years. 

Mr. Stevens has a simple and easy solution 
for unemployment. Let the banks loosen up 
money, he says, and industry would begin to 
move. Why it would “move,” he does not ex- 
plain. Industry only moves when there is a 
market demand.to be supplied with products; 
and people cannot borrow money to buy con- 
sumer goods however the banks might “loosen 
up.” Easy money plus markets will mean 
prosperity. Easy money without markets would 
only produce the situation that exists in New 
York. Money is easier there than it has ever 
been, but prosperity has not come around the 
corner.

The Passing Show

On the day that the Italian forces com- 
menced to “civilize” the unfortunate Ethiopians 
by sending a bombing squadron to Aduwa and 
killing Red Cross nurses and non-combatants, 
America’s highest paid columnist, Arthur Bris- 
bane, pontificated as follows: 
“England takes a 
heavy responsibility in 
risking another European 
war for the sake of a few 
raw-meat-eating savages 
in Ethiopia, barbarians 
far lower than the natives 
of northern India upon 
whom British planes are 
now dropping bombs and 
paternal advice from time

to time. 
“England cannot expect a man in 
Mussolini's desperate position, once war 


starts, to confine himself to Ethiopia. 
Mussolini would be smaller, feebler, more 
undecided than anyone thinks him, if he 
failed after the first shot fired against him 
by England, to turn the full power of his 
air fleet against London.” ‘ 
Anyone reading that, unaware of the Anglo- 
phobia of the Hearst press, would imagine the 
venerable Arthur to be a fire-eater, urging 
Mussolini to bombard the civilian population 
of London in the event of any of his trans- 
ports being stopped, while he is in this 
“desperate position,” ie., facing “a few raw- 
meat-eating savages in Ethiopia.’ 


But in the next paragraph we see the pacifist 
side of Arthur's mentality. Pondering whether 
President Roosevelt may feel the urge to inter- 
vene, to prevent such a holocaust as he depicts. 
Brisbane says: 

“President Roosevelt will probably 
attend to American business and let Brit- 
ish and Italians attend to theirs. 

“Is not the average pacifist that tried 
to force this nation into the front door of 
the League of Nations, or through the back 
door of the world court, grateful now that 
both attempts failed? 

“If we were in the League we should 
be told that we must fight Italy, and if we 
were in the world court we should be 
ordered to: pay the bill.” 

Only a very rich man, speaking for his class, 
could bring himself to deliver that sentiment 
against World Peace—“If we were in the 
world court, we should be ordered to pay the 
bill.” : 
However, Arthur finds something connected 
with money expenditure to approve. He says: 

“Young Mr. George W. Vanderbilt, just 
married at 21, and receiving 10 million dol- 
lars, one-quarter of the fortune left him 
by his father, says with charming frank- 
ness, ‘No office’‘job for me. I want to travel 
and kill big game’... 

“Young Mr. Vanderbilt is frank. He 
and his wife will start their big hunt in 
rugged fashion, prepared to endure hard- 
ship, taking only one maid and one valet 
with them. Mr. Vanderbilt says: ‘I want 
lions, tigers, fun’.”

Suppose, as is most likely to happen, the 
League—which stated that any invasion of 
Ethiopia before December 4 would be ¢on- 


strued as an act of war against the League— 
takes steps to interfere with the transport of 
Italian supplies. That work will fall chiefly 
upon the British navy. What course the 
shaping of events likely to assume. 

Italy has at her command four battleships 
two armored cruisers, 22 cruisers, 103 flotilla 
leaders and destroyers, four torpedo boats and 
69 submarines. In addition—and these may be 
of very great importance in hostilities in the 
Mediterranean—she has 2000 battleplanes. 

Their chief werk would be the maintenance 
of communications with the North African 
colony of Libya, to pretect Italian overseas 
trade and attack British commerce. 

Mussolini would probably hesitate to send 
his battle planes against London, not only be- 
cause of the difficulties of the operation, but 
because of the risk of reprisals against Italy's 
coast cities in the Mediterranean, exposed both 
from the air and from the sea. The British 
base at Malta, that threatens Italian commun- 
ications with Libya, would become a _ centre 
for and counter-attacks. 

Britain is believed to have 
commission 1] battheships, four aircraft car- 
riers, 17 heavy cruisers, 19 light cruisers, 11 
destroyer leaders, 69 destroyers, 41 submarines, 
and a large fleet of auxiliaries. In numbers, in 
weight and in experience the British navy has 
advantage. Britain also has advantage in her 
chain of naval bases, fuel stations and repair 
facilities. The swift movement of British battle 
craft into strategic stations as newal “precau- 
tions” startled naval strategists by their speed 
and comprehensiveness. Their plans would be 
to intercept lines of communication, to impose 
blockade and establish fleet superiority in the

Just as the question of supplies became a 
vital factor in the Great War, so they would 
become of equal or greater importance in a war 
in the Mediterranean. 

Italy's greatest handicap in a naval war 
would be her shortage of coal, Britain pro- 
duces 136 per cent of the amount of coal needed 
for her own use; Italy less than five per cent 
Britain commands fue] oi! supplies in every 
portion of the werld; Italy has practically no 
domestic oi!, She has had to import oil. In 
the event of a protracted war the question of 
oil supplies for Italy's ships and planes would 
force upon her the handicap of rigorous fuel 
consumption. What supplies she could obtain 
by rail would make heavy demands upon her 
fast-diminishing gold reserve. 

The chief observer-interest of a war in the 
Mediterranean would be the outcome of clashes 
between battleships and airplanes—for some 
time past a subject of controversy in naval 
circles. We may not have long to wait to know 
the answer. 


The Use Of Heat In The 
Treatment Of Disease 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


Probably, heat is the one form of treatment 
which has been used the longest by man. It is 
extensively employed as a means of securing 
relief from pain and is possibly the one form of 
treatment most familiar to the greatest number 
of people. 

The hot water bottle is 
certainly widely used, the 
bottle being filled with hot 
water and then _ pressed 
against the painful area; the 
electric pad is another com- 
monly used heat treatment. 
The results secured through 
the application of heat in 
alleviating pain will convince 
the patient that the heat is 
F. McCoy doing good. 

The ordinary hot tub bath, as taken in the 
home, may be used ip the treatment of certain 
disorders, and the same is true of the sweat 
bath. In taking the sweat bath, the patient is 
first immersed in a tub of warm water, then 
wrapped in a woolen blanket, put to bed, and 
covered with several cther woolen blankets, 
being given plenty of hot lemonade to drink 
until he begins to perspire freely. This treat- 
ment is often of value in influenza, or in the 
treatment of the ordinary cold when accom- 
panied by fever. 

One important point to remember in regard 
to any type of heat treatment is this: AVOID 
CHILLING AFTER THE HEAT APPLICATION. 
It is very important to avoid chilling and the 
patient must be kept warm afterward. 


The hot application is a heat treatment which 
should be used more extensively’than it is. To 
apply heat in this way, a folded towel is dipped 
in hot water, is partially wrung out and is then 
laid against the skin. As the towel becomes 
cool, it is removed and another hot towel then 
applied. Considerable care must be taken to 
avoid burning the skin. Hot applications over 
the entire abdomen will often provide notice- 
able relief when the patient is suffering from 
distress due to gas pains, Or, the hot applica- 
tions may be used over any painful area and 
will be found to take out some of the soreness. 


The simplest of all heat treatments is the 
hot tub bath which may be taken in the ordi- 
nary bath tub. The body is immersed in’ warm 
water, with only the head being out of the 
water, and extra hot water is then allowed to 
run in, until the bath is as hot as can be borne. 
The hot tub bath of benefit in relieving 
muscular soreness and stiffness due to over- 
exercise and is also of value in the treatment 
of muscular rheumatism. Very often the nerv- 
ous patient is made to relax through taking this 
kind of bath immediately before going to bed, 
a sounder sleep being secured thereby 

The hot Sitz bath, in which the patient sits 
in hot water, has been found of benetit in those 
cases where it is desirable to lessen congestion 
and to improve the circulation through the 
pelvic area. 

The list of disorders in which heat may be 
effectively employed is almost endless; how- 
ever, a short list is as follows: muscular rheu- 
matism, neuritis, neuralgia, sciatica, arthritis, 
influenza, strains, sprains, pelvic inflammation, 
ear-ache, and many others. 

The chief benefits derived from the applica- 
tion of external heat are: first, an increase in 
the local circulation of blood flowing through 
the part where the heat is used; second, the les- 
sening of congestion; third, the relaxation of 
contracted muscles; fourth, the relief of pain. 

here are many sound reasons why heat has 
been employed by man in the treatment of dis- 
ease, over so extended a period of time and this 
type of treatment will undoubtedly continue to 
be as popular in the future as it has been in the 
past. Unquestionably, heat may be used with 
good results in the treatment of many disorders 
where it is desirable to relieve inflammation 
and to place the body in a position where repair 
and healing quickly follow.

Anyone could have made 5-odd at 
hearts, by giving West his ace of 
trumps and allowing “ast to have a 
single spade trick. As North's super 
play gave him 4-odd at spades South 
could not get it through his head why 
North wanted partner to bid 5 hearts.

Five policemen had to stand around the pitching mound to keep
